Hines stated today. 


Mr. Hines also

tinue operations as usual to avoid 
laying off employes .and to finance 
the railroads thrqugh private' loans 
or through advances from the Y/ar 
Finance corporation. 


Although the railroad administra- 


tion program of capital expenditures 
for extensions, improvements 
and 


new buildings may be.modified,'the 
government will try to continue the 
project planned through the next 
few months. 


The railroad administration, Mr. 


Hines said, did not contemplate rais- 
ing rates as a m'eans of dealing with 
its financial predicament.

There were harsh words spoken, a

debate the tax bill went back 
to 


committee. Senator Fons, Milwau- 
kee, voted to send the bill back. An 
amended bill will be sent out by the 
committee, which will give only par- 
tial secrecy, but it will make if im- 
possible for idle curiosity seekers 
to delve into the records. 


The debate was featured by the 


clash, between Lieut. Gov. Dithmar 
and Senator Jennings. • 


For the first time this session the 


senate went .under a calh,;pf the 
house act on the Clarke motion for 
reconsideration of the vote- by which 
the Severson bill, repealing the se- 
crecy clause of the income tax law 
was passed last week. The motion 
for call of the house was made by 
Senator tWitter, who is opposed to 
the bill. .The roll call disclosed that 
Senator Burke was the only member 
absent without leave. 
The senate 


settled down to wait for the ser- 
gearit-of-arms to hunt up Burke and 
bring him to the senate'chamber. 


When the senate had been under 


call ten minutes the sergeant Burke 
located and the call was raised. 
Without debate the action to recon- 
sider was carried, 17 .'to 16.

Senator Roethe moved'to kill the 


bill. 
Severson moved to reconsider 


the vote on engrossment so that he 
might offer an amendment to meet 
the objections of senators opposing 
the bill. This amendment is .to pre- 
vent the use of- the tax commission 
records by idle curiosity seekers who 
might wish to examine them :for.no 
real purpose. 
Senator Skogmo cob- 


tended that Severson should be given 
an opportunity to offer the amend- 
ment before final vote was taken, 
Wilcox also supported the amend- 
ment, claiming "that it is'vital ito 
fairness that the public :know the 
amount of^'contributions made by 
citizens to state support.

Wilson waved faruwell greetings as 
the ship swung out into the lower 
Hudson. river while the band on the 
transport Great Northern, berthed 
nearby, played the "Star Spangled 
Banner." 


Harbor Nearly Deserted. 


Standing on the bridge the 'Pres- 


ident and his wife saw .the Stars 
and Stripes raised on the staff at 
the stern and heard the booming 
of ,tho presidential salute of 21 guns. 
As the transport turned her nose 
toward the Statue of Liberty, an 
escort of destroyers got under way 
ahead. The harbor was nearly de- 
serted because of the strike of ma- 
rine workers. 


Mr. Wilson had been. tip and about 


the decks for nearly two hours, hav- 
ing been the first of the presidential 
party to appear. Most of the others 
were asleep when the transport 
sailed.

A careful examination of the pro- 


posed constitution shows the plain 
purpose of the Peace Conference -to 
establish an International Cabinet 
with extraordinary powers and as 
the supreme instrumentality of tfie 
League .of Nations. These powers 
are clearly set forth in Articles 1,3, 
4, 5/ 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 14, 15, 16, 17, 
18, 19, 22, or 16 of the 26 Articles. 


Only eight of the 25 Articles refer 


to the body of delegates. The pow- 
ers conferred -make it little ;more 
than a conference of .representatives 
of the League of Nations. 


A careful comparison of the pow- 


ers given to the International Cab- 
inet and the powers of the Body of 
Delegates show the, unmistakable 
purpose of ttie Peace Conference to 
vest in the International Cabinet the 
real powers of the League of Na- 
tions. The .reason for this is mani- 
fest:—the International Cabinet will 
be controlled at all times by the 
United. States,, the six other. English- 
speaking commonwealths,- France, 
Italy, Japan, and the representatives 
of four other states selected by the 
above 10 nations. It may safely be 
assumed that' the English-speaking 
nations including the United States, 
together with France, will direct the 
policies of theLeague of Nations. 


The International Cabinet will at 


all times directly represent the ac- 
tual governments of 14 nations and 
will constitute the 'most formidable 
concentration of power in the history 
of the world. With its permanent 
secretariat and commissions and bu- 
reaus, and clothed with direct pow- 
ers from the cabinets of the consti- i 
tuent nations, its operations will ex- 
end to every international question, 
while the Body of Delegates will con 
ititute only an international confer- 
ence. 


Hence the objection by Professor 


Jansky is not valid, because the de- 
markation of powers between the 
wo bodies would defeat the estab- 
'shment of a real international gov. 
rnment and the control of that gov 
rnment by the nations which mus- 
guarantee the peace and orderly de 
elopment of the wprld, 
For the same reason, some of Pro- 


essor Jansky's statements are in er'- 
or: 
"That equal power (in the body of 
elegates) in'the league,' coupled' 
with unequal responsibility is pqten- 


ial of future trouble for the United 
tates." 
The answer to this is that the real 
ower of the League of Nations by 
le proposed constitution is not vest- 
d in the body of delegates. Such 
eal power is vested and carefully 
•eighted in the International Cab- 
net, 


He also states: "There is nothing 
article 8 which prcvideii who is 


o fix the program of disarmament." 


The following is from Article'8: 
"The. executive council shall form- 
late plans for effecting such reduc- 
on. The executive council shall 
Iso' determine for tne consideration 
nd action of the several govern- 
ments what -military equipment and 
armament is fair and reasonable in 
proportion to the scale of forces laid, 
down in the program of-disarma- 
ment; and these limits when adopted, 
shall not be exceeded without the 
permission of the executive council," 


Article 9 also provides for. carry- 


ing out tne program of disarmament, 
as follows:

Opposition to the bill by Senator 


Roy P. Wilcox to give the indus 
trial commission supervision of le- 
gal machinery which would fix the 
minimum wage for men, on much 
the same plan as the minimum wage 
for women is now established, devel 
oped at the hearing before the sen- 
ate reconstruction committee Toes- 
day afternoon. 
J. V. Quarles,' rep- 


resenting the Milwaukee Association 
of Commerce, made'the principal ar- 
gument against the measure. 
Ac- 


tion on the bill was deferred by the 
committee which intends to presem 
an amendment, which will give a 
legal definition of "a living wage for 
men." 
This wage will vary witn 


different communities. 


"I do not believe there is a single 


instance of an employe in this state 
receiving less .than a minimum wage 
at this time," said Mr. Quarles. 
"It 


would be very hard to apply this law 
in practice. 
What is a living wage 


for a single man would not be a liv- 
ing wage for a married man. There 
has been a minimum wage law for 
women on the statutes for six years, 
but nothing has been done with it in 
that time. 
The industrial commis- 


sion, has not even defined the living 
wage that shall be used as a mini- 
mum. 


"Considering this fact, I think that 


we should go slow with this sort of 
legislation, and at least give it a try 
under the present law for women 
which has never been done, before 
extending the-law to men."

Present Law Limited Tax 


to "Issued Capital" of 


Corporations 


By a vote of 52 to 25 the assem- 


bly engrossed the Coe bill which will 
require foreign corporations to pay 
5X per $1,000 on their authorized 
capital. 
This places them on the 


same footing as domestic corpora- 
tions. This measure was introduced 
by Assemblyman C. G. Coe at the 
request of Secretary of State Hull, 
after the supreme court had held 
the present law limited the state to 
charge only on "issued" capital. 


The Peterson bill, limiting the re- 


turns on investments of public utili- 
ties to 6 per cent ;was engrossed, 51 
to 26, and the Ehlman bill, providing 
that unclaimed deposits in banking 
institutions amounting to more than 
$25 shall b< paid over to the educa- 
cational fund h:. the state treasury 
was also engrossed.
